the prison, 

Dismissals Expected. 

Among the others who are to be 
“weeded out.” it is reported, are Cap- 
tain (. L. Parker, J. B. Grider and 
(. Hi. Cannon, all of whom were 
shifted along with Walker when Snook 
leit the prison on April 1 and who 
since that date have been serving as 
wall guards instead of in the posi- 
tions of trust they formerly held. 

When newspapermen attempted to

GOOD INDIANS INCREASING 
FAST. 


There are 350,000 Nerth American 
Indians living in 26 or more states, 
most of them on reservations admin- 
istered by the United States govern- 
ment. They are of many tribes and 
speak many languages. <A few are In- 
dian. by adoption; the bulk of them 
are of mixed blood; a minor propor- 
tion are of pure American blood—the 
only real Americans in the country. 


These Indian wards of the govern- 
ment are increasing in numbers year 
ky year, but the numerical increase 
is due to a mixture of alien blood, 
Caucasian or negro strains; the aum- 
ber of pure American Indians is stead- 
ily decreasing. This race degeneracy 
—for it is degeneracy even though 
the admixture is of white blood— 
probably accounts for much of the 
physical and health decline of the 
Indians under control of civilized 
white men. 

Tuberculosis constitutes more than 
one-fourth of all deaths among 
Indians in the United States; it con- 


stitutes one-third of deaths among the! 


Incians in British Columbia. From 
the testimony of older Indians it seems 
probable that in their natural roving 
lite the Indians did not suffer from 
tuberculosis, if they had it at all be- 
fore the white men brought it to 
them, among the other blessings of 
civilization. The annual report of 
th. department of indian affairs, Do- 
minion of Canada, for the year ending 
March 31, 1928, contains this perti- 
nent comment: 

Tuberculosis is five times more 
common among Indians’ than 
among the general population. 
Several factors contribute to its 
prevalence. In many tribes tu- 
berculosis has been introduced 
comparatively recently, and the 
resistance possessed by the white 
race bas not been acquired. 
Living conditions are far from 
ileal, and ignorance prevails as to 
the method of spread of conta- 
gion. 

Ignorance of hygiene or the laws 
of health or sanitary living is another 


‘of the gifts civilized white people have 


brought to the Indians. 
The term “resistance” in the para- 
graph quoted from the Canadian gov- 


ernment document is of course a slip- | 


shod error, and obviously the writer 
meant immunity. Note that these only 
real Americans or Canadians, from 
whom we stole the land, have not suf- 
tered “lowered resistance’ or a loss or 
reduction of immunity. ‘They have 


never had any immunity against tu- | 


berculosis. It is well to bear this clear 
distinction in mind. when you are 
thinking of susceptibility to respira- 
tory diseases in general. As a rule 
our old time medical and health au- 
thorities—several. of whom are still 
I'ving and chattering a good deal in 
their dotable—quite fail to sense this 
important consideration and conse- 
quently their half-baked “rules” for 
avoiding or preventing what they 
vaguely called “colds” are generally 
as consistent at this one: “Let the 
bad air out but beware of fresh air 
coming in—that is a draft!” 
Pneumonia runs second to tuberen- 
losis as a cause of death among In- 
dians.
